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CHINA, TIBET AND 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


‘Tur visit of the Dalai Lama to 
the Chinese capital is an event of 
wider significance than might be 

thered even from the notoriety 
with which the recent doings of 
this peculiar Pontiff have been 
invested in the Chinese Press. 
‘Although we shall probably be 
right in attributing to journalistic 
speculation most of the uncertainty 

rorpowed to have character- 
ii the ‘Lama’s intentions 
latterly—for his arrival in Peking 
coincides exactly with the date 
originally fixed three or more 
months ago—some anxiety must 
have prevailed among the Chinese 
‘authorities until it was known that 
this all too independent vassal 














was actually on his way to 
the Imperial presence. Five 
years ago Chinese suzorainty 


‘over Tibet could have been describ- 
ed a8 a political fiction. The Bud- 
‘bist Pontiff had usurped all 
temporal power in addition to his 
spiritual authority, and this remote 
province of the Empire had drifted 
‘out of the control of Peking. A 
Chinese Amban, it is true, was 
stationed at Lhasa, but he was 
powerless to oppose the trend of 
events and did not even dare to 
protest when the Dalai Lama dis- 
solved the State Council and con- 
centrated the administration of 
affairs in his own person with a 
Russian Buddhist as his 

adviser. Into the details of the 
political intrigue then maturing 
there is, happily, no occasion to-day 
to enter. ‘The situation was well 
‘understood in Peking, but to the 
Dalai Lama’s defections and flirta~ 
fons: with St. Petersburg as well 
as to Tibetan affairs in general it 
suited Chinese diplomacy to assume 
an air of indifference. Even when’ 





the Pontiff, as the result of Great 
Britain’s armed intervention, sought 
sanctuary at Urga, a Buddhist 
stronghold close to’ the Russian 
border, and continued his intrigues, 
China, with, as it w i 
instinct in her destiny, 
hand until fate in the form of the 
Russo-Japanese War dissipated for 
ever the Dalai Lama's hopes of 
restoration through the Tsar’s in- 
fluence. Once again a Fabian 
policy has stood the Chinese Goy- 
‘ernment in good stead in its 
dealings its more distant 
dependencies. Less than fifty years 
have passed since a Mohammedan 
named Yakub Beg headed a suc- 
cessful rebellion in Eastern Turkes- 
tan and, driving out the Chinese 
troops’ and officials, proclaimed 
himself Amir of Yarkund. There 
‘had been time for this potentate to 
receive recognition both in Calcutta 
and Constantinople before the Chi- 
nese Government took sufficient 
notice of his existence to mobilize 
fan army for the recovery of its 
lost province. Those were days, 
however, of slow travel, and the 
army, being entirely without com- 
missariat, had to halt on its journey 
while the grain necessary for its 
subsistence was sown and reaped. 
By the time it had reached the 
vicinity of Yarkund the Amir bad 
been gathered to his fathers, many 
‘of the evicted Chinese officials had 
returned, pitched battles for the 
succession were being fought, the 
people of the province were quite 
ready to exchange Mussulman 
autocracy for the gentler absolutism 
of the Son of Heaven, and with 
little or no campaigning Chinese 
hegemony was restored to Eastern 
Turkestan. 

With even less effort has (hina 
come again to her own in Tibet. 
‘As soon as the Amban at Lhasca 
refused to be a signatory to the 
Younghusband treaty and thus 
paved the way for Peking diplom- 
acy, we adopted a policy entailing 
the tacit admission that Celestial 
suzerainty was by no means a 
negligible quantity. The Chinese 
authorities have not been slow to 
profit by British maguanimity. 
‘Without this all important factor 














it is improbable that the Dalai 
Lama could have been induced to 
visit the Chinese capital. - As things 
ave,he enters it with all the pompand 
circumstance befitting the High 
Priest of the Buddhist religion, 
with due recognition of the influence 
and authority that his position gives 
him in Tibet, but at the same time 
in complete acknowledgement of 
his temporal depondence to the 
Emperor of China. Nominally he 
js to be consulted in regard to the 
reorganization of his country ; but 
neither guest nor host is oblivious 
to the fact that the visit to Peking 
constitutes the outward sign of the 
Dalai Lama’s formal submission. 
When the long distance between 
Lhassa and Peking separates him 
from his over-lord, he may onoe 
more seek to recover lost ground 
and be encouraged in so doing by 
his army of followers among whom 
his name is yet & power ji 
with, alike in things 
temporal. ‘The circumstances that 
now obtain in Tibet, however, will 
be less favourable for such intrigues 
than in 1904. In the interval 
China has made an effort to ro- 
establish her authority over the 
country; and, althongh the matter 
of reorganization has not yet passed 
beyond the “paper” stage and 
there may little to show in the wa: 
of practical steps to assert her 

tion, it is evident that the spi 
which actuates both the Resident at 
Lhassa and the Chinese officials 
throughout the territory differs 
greatly from the pusillanimous and 
temporizing attitude of former 
‘Ambans. Apart, however, from 
the possible sincerity or insincerity 
of China’s unaided attempts to re- 
organize Tibet, she has now to 
reckon with incentives to action 
that are to be found in the pro- 
visions of the Anglo-Tibetan Trade 
Treaty signed in Calcutta on April 
20. ‘While that agreement secures 
for Great Britain the minimum 
right to interfere in the internal 
affairs of Tibet, it provides for thé 
maintenance of the remaining in- 
dications of the British occupation 
until such time as China has shown 



















herself capable of replacing these 
by orderly and enlightoned admini- 
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stration. It is unlikely, therefore, 
that the Chinese officials in the 
protectorate will allow the proposed 
reorganization to remain a dead 
letter without persistent efforts to 
galvanize the Central Government 
to action. r 

TE it were not for the fact that 
China will find much in Tibet to 
remind her that her hegemony to- 
day over the territory is due solely 
to Great Britain’s action, the whole 
course of events terminating in the 
Anglo-Tibetan Trade Regulations 
might be termed a diplomatic 
fiasco. Those regulations are our 
main asset in the country ; but 
while their value depends entirely 
upon Tibetan goodwill, it is clear 
that our position is considerably: 
stronger than it was in 1893 when 
similar regulations were drawn up 
—the wholly inadequate observance 
of which by the Tibetan authorities 
was one of the grounds for the 
expedition of 1904. We stand 
now as little in fear of the inter- 
ference in temporal matters of the 
Dalai Lama as of Chinese indiffer- 
ence to Tibetan progress, Our 
interests in the protectorate have 
been shown to be purely com- 
mercial, and the course of events 
in the last two years has proved 
that neither Tibetans nor Chinese 
are blind to the benefits to be 
derived by them from the further- 
ance of these interests. Indian 
trade with Tibet during the past 
year has shown many satisfactory 
indications of future development. 
The export of tea amounts to 
thirty million pounds annually and 
with the grain and piece-goods trade 
is capable of still further expansion, 
while the wants of the Tibetans are 
continually finding expression in 
additions to the long list of miscel- 
laneous goods that already make 
their way across the border. In 
return there is a gradual improve- 
ment in the imports of Tibetan 
wool, and if the potentialities of 
the trade could be brought home 
to the people of the country, who 
are said to waste hundreds of tons 
annually through ignorance, the 
industry might become a striking 
featare in Tibetan life. Officials 
are reported to display complete 
indifference towards Indian traders, 
but on the other hand the ordinary 
people are most friendly and avail 
themselves readily of the new 
trading facilities. The want of 
communications remains the great 
obstacle in the way of trade expan- 
sion, and in this matter co-operation 
between the Chinese and British 
authorities becomes essential. Fin- 
ally in ‘the backgroand of all 
Tibot’s prospects stands the known 
mineral wealth of the country. 
For the present it remains more or 





less a sealed book, and until more 
enlightened views on the subject of 
employing foreign capital for 
mining pm prevail in China 
itself, it is useless to expect any 
organized exploitation ot Tibet's 
gold mines. Let it be hoped that 
the near proximity of India will 
expedit8 the march of progress and 
enlightenment among Chinese 
officials in the protectorate and lead 
to a development of its trade and 
resources, in which Great Britain 
may find satisfactory return for 
the altruistic nature of her dealings 
with the country and the suzerain 
Power.

Ovr Tokio correspondent writes on 
September 18 :—With regard to the 
International anti-Opium Conference 
to be held in Shanghai in January 
next, there is ao impression in Tokio 
(briefly indicated in my telegrame) that 
the prompt prohibition of opiam- 
smoking is impracticable in the circums- 
tances. Japan has experienced a great 
difficulty in probibiting the smoking in 
Formosa, which was acquired from 
China after the war of 1894-5. She 
accordingly adopted the principle of 
gradual probibition in Formosa, and 
now finds that the number of smokers 
has decreased from 170,000 to 120,000. 
Opium-smokers now represent 3 per 
cent of the whole population of Formosa. 
On the other band, the lack of medical 
practitioners handicaps the enforcement.

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CHINESE FINANCE.

‘Tux prospects of real reform in 
China continue to improve as long 
as the nation is allowed to 
familiarize itself with the present 
“paper” movement without pro- 
voking any serious reactionary 
setback. Already it is clear that 
reform talk is de rigneur among all 
classes, and it may be doubted 
whether any official, however highly 
placed, would venture a straight- 
forward denunciation of the 
movement The Throne 
shows little inclination to follow 
the example of Sultan Abdul 
Hamid by hazarding an experi- 
ment in immediate representative 
government, for which China is 
eminently Jess fitted than Turkey; 
and if the liberal elements in the: 
country refrain from “forcing the 
pace,” actual progress in the pre- 
liminaries to reform may gradually 

achieved. At present the 
advocates of reform have found no 
means for co-operation to the 
extent that enabled the Young 
Turkish Party to avail itself as an 
organization of the sweeping 
concessions suddenly granted from 
Yildiz Kiosk. In some respects 
this Inck of cohesion among Chinese 
reformers is fortunate, for it must 
postpone the possibility of that 
precipitate action which at the 
present juncture might compromise 
the cause, At the same time the 
sibsence of an organized progressive 
party in China must prolong 
indefinitely the period during which 
the country will be striving after 
reform without method and without 
result. ‘The institution of provincial 
assemblies, if carried into effect, 
may create the nucleus of a 
party, which by its numerical 
strength and political intelligence 
will win for itself a voice in 
national affairs. Until such a 
ty exists, the work of reform 
ids fair to remain in its present 
inchoate condition, relying on the 
efforts of a few in- 
whose influence, in 
existing circumstances, is essentially 
precarious, while their capacity for 
initiating a practical programme 
of national reorganization is limited 
by inexperience. 

In no particular does China feel 
her lack of practical statesmanship 
more than in regard to the question 
of finance. It is open to the 
shrewd head of any other Depart- 
ment of State to acquaint himself 
with an outline of Western methods 
of conducting his special business 
and he will have no difficulty in 
drafting a scheme of eminently 

yractical reforms on those lines for 
submission to the Throne. In most’ 





















instances his claim to fame will 
rest on this one act, for it is 
improbable that he will be called 
upon to carry his scheme into 
execution. With the would-be 
izer of Chinese finance the 
position is entirely different. It is 
not merely a question of breaking 
down tradition, but the far more 
serious consideration of having to 
strike at the very foundation of all 
existing methods of administration 
that deters him. Nevertheless his 
work must precede any attempt to 
effect real reforms in other De- 
partments. To-day we sce a large 
number of admirable reforms 
outlined in memorials, but until 
there is money in the Tmperial 
Treasury with which to carry them 
through they can have no existence 
except on paper. At every turn 
China is feeling the stringency of 
her finances. The most erying need 
of the country, education, is 
thwarted by lack of funds at all 
but the chief centres of population; 
for in this one direction foreign 
assistance would not be rejected, 
if money were forthcoming to 
procure it. In regard to other 
requirements—communications, the 
army and navy, industries ; all 
as educative in their way as 
schools—prejudice against foreign 
capital acts as an additional 
deterrent, for the necessary money 
does not require to be raised 
locally. Gradually, however, the 
Chinese themselves are realizing 
that foreign capital is capable of 
judicious exploitation without 
danger to “sovereign rights.” 
Big railway loans are being placed 
abroad in spite of patriotic protests, 
and our Wuchang correspondent’ 
speaks of a possible accommodation 
from a foreign bank for such an 
unproductive purpose as mana@u- 
vres. But sooner or later foreign 
capital will be closed to China, 
unless she is capable of producing 
within her own borders commodi- 
ties that will pay for this stead; 
stream of imports. 

As things are to-day China’s 
main exports are the products of 
an expenditare of human labour 
that leaves little margin for the 
accumulation of capital. Very 
different would her position be, if 
she could exploit on a large scale 
the vast mineral resources that lie 
undeveloped beneath her soil. ‘The 
ignorance of her people, the indif- 
ference of her officials aud the 
hostility of both to foreign enter- 
prise prevent such exploitation. 
Here then lies the root of all re- 
form, the removal of this prejudice 














against foreigners, for it affects 
the financial stability of the Eimpire, 
without which no real reform is 


possible. If Great Brit*!n at this

period amends her Patent Laws 
with the deliberate intention of 
compelling foreign firms to in- 
vest many millions in establish. 
ing their factories on British soil, 
certainly China has no need to 
fear the employment of for- 
eign capital under the restrictions 
that she is now able to impose. 
Until her prejudices are removed, 
there can be little hope for 
the :military expansion and naval 
reorganization without which, she 
has decided, her claim to recognition 
in the family of modern Powers 
will carry no weight. It would be 
well, then, if the advocates of 
reform could concentrate their in- 
telligence and their influence on 
this question of finance. The 
theory of the problem presents 
few difficulties, but to give 
effect to it must arouse the 
keenest opposition. Among the 
first things to be abolished must 
be the system of likin, which 
not only hampers existing trade 
throughout the Empire, but checks 
further development. ‘Above all 
the vast difference in amount 
between the taxes paid by the 
people and the official revenue of 
the country must be eliminated, 
and here we touch the very essence 
of Chinese officialdom. The task 
of a finaucial reformer will prove 
no light one. It should, therefore, 
not be left to the improbable 
appearance of a — beaven-born 
statesman, but should form the 
first subject of study and joint 
consideration among an organized 
body of Chinese reformers. 











LEAGUES AGAINST 


DUELLING, 
September 22. 
Ir ever duelling is stopped in 
Europe, it is certain at least that 
the gaiety of nations will suffer 
greatly. We recall the delight 
with which the famous quarrel in 


1901 between M. Paul Dérouléde, 


leader of the Nationalists, and M. 
Buffet, the Orleanist agent, was 
watched. One combatant resided 
in San Sebastien, the other in 
Brussels : and since neither might 
enter France they journeyed from 
town to town, accompanied by 
crowds of friends, spectators, 
reporters and photographers, 
seeking for a suitable arena, but 
continually debarred by the police 
from drawing swords. Until at 
last the quarrel, into the rights of 
which few people tronbled them- 
selves to inquire very closely, faded 
away in a cloud of confused news- 





paper bickerings. In the history 
of duelling in England the doubly 
fatal encounter of Lord Mohun and 
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the Duke of Hamilton leaves an 
ugly mark: thongh the horror 
with which we read this story is 
due possibly as much to Thackeray’s 
description of it in Esmond as to 
our own sense of tie tragedy. 
Still further back, the beginning 
of the seventeenth century saw 
such an appalling rise in the 
popularity of the duel that over 
2,000 men of noble birth were 
calculated to have fallen in private 
disputes between the years 1601 
and 1609 in Europe. But here 
again the comic element comes in 
to spoil the picture's luridness. 
For somewhere about this time, if 
we recollect rightly, a party of 
Continental duellists, thirsting for 
fresh worlds to conquer, crossed 
over into England to test Anglo- 
Saxon courage and skill; but they 
fell to quarrelling among themselves 
en route and slew each other 
directly the ship reached Dover. 
In fact duelling has not often been 
taken seriously in England. The 
law from Coke downwards regards 
a man who has killed another in a 
duel as a common murderer: and 
although public opinion has refused 
to accept that view, the obvious 
inequalities of a duelling test, to 
the British sense of justice, have 
prevented it from becoming the 
popular institution that it has been 
in other countries. At the present 
time, it is safe to say that the 
possible tragedies of | duelling 
appeal very little to the ordinary 
newspaper reader while its more 
than possible comedy moves him 
much. 

This, however, is the insular 
point of view. ‘The actual pre- 
valence of the evil among 
Continental nations may be judged 
from a recent article in “The 
Fortnightly ” by Prince Alfonso de 
Bourbon describing what has been 
done since the beginning of this cen- 
tury to check duelling in Europe. 
Considering that three years ago 
no less than 300 duels were 
prevented in the Austrian army by 
the agency of the anti-duelling 
league of that country, it will be 
seen that there was a wide scope 
for the movement which was set 
on foot in 1901, almost simultane- 
ously, in Germany, France and 
Austria. There is nothing new, of 
course, in the principle of such move-_ 
ments. The story of how Gustavus 
Adolphus used to attend duels 
between the officers of his army, 
with an executioner ready to take! 
off the survivor's head, is one of 
the humours of history. Henry 
IV of France and Richelieu issued 
edicts against duelling. Voltaire, 
Roussean and Napoleon condemned 
it. In France at the present day, 
‘as somewhat in Italy, it is tolerated 





30 long as it keeps to the side of 
comedy ; but a fatal duel is sure to 
raise an instant storm of disapproval. 
Apparently the practice has lingered 
‘on because public opinion lacked 
any organized method of making 
itself heard on the subject. This 
is what Prince Alfonso de Bourbon 
and his uncle Prince Charles of 
Léwenstein have set themselves to 
supply; and the movement has been 
eagerly taken up in nearly ever

family and military rank, with a 
large following of all classes of 
society, especially among literary 
men; a section of the 
public which has been peculiarly 
addicted to duelling, as if to show 
that while the pen may be mightier 
than the sword it cannot dispense 
with its aid. In Germany the Anti- 
Duelling League has made great 
strides in the army; and has even be- 
gun to win over German universities 
to the cause. In Hungary and Ga- 
licia, the two countries which hold 
duelling most in vogue, the Leagne 
has been supported with enthusiasm 


dice. The objection to them 
cofsists in this, that they extend 
tie province of the law so as te 
enforce officially a punishment 
which should properly be inflicted 
by the tacit exercise of public 
opinion. It is a nice question 
whether public opinion may not 
prove occasionally too lethargic 
for such exercise : and in the mean 
time the anti-duelling leagues and 
courts of honour would appear to 
have discovered a sure way of deal- 
ing with an institution which, how- 
ever satisfying to private desire 
for revenge, is none the less an 
abuse and an anachronism. From 
the picturesque point of view the 
world loses by the abolition of 
duelling. But it also lost in this 
respect when men gave up wearing 
cavaliers’ love-locks, high boots 
and satin cloaks. With the arrival 
of top hats and tail-coats the world 
has surely grown too sober, even for 
duelling pistols “ the same which | 
shot Captain Marker.”

In othercases the 
court of honour examines the evid- 
enceand awards punishment. For 
instance in Galicia, we are told, a 
gentleman was recently accused of 
slandering a lady. “The alterna- 
tive was given him of exile in 
America during three years, or 
boycott by the society in which he 
moved. He chose exile and left 
the country.” The practical result 
of such courts is that every one 
within reach of their influence is 
free to refuse a duel without expos- 
ing himself to the charge of cowar-

‘Tue Territorial Forces have 
brought to a close their summer 
training in camp amid many 
congratulations and some jokes. 
The British public has two ways 
of jesting at its institutions: one 
that conveys a real sneer; the other, 
a kind of bashful means of 
covering up legitimate pi 
it is the latter kind which has been 
used for the Territorials, With 
the sole exception of the cavalry, 
for which the men are hardly to be 
blamed since the deficiencies in 
this arm would appear to be doe 
largely to lack of horses, their 
work has been conspicuonsly 
iccessful. They have proved 0 
the satisfaction of all critics and 
under severe tests, that thoy are 
capable of taking, and maintaini 
themselves in the field as a secon 
line army with real efficiency. 
In the anxiliary services part- 
cularly, field artillery, engineers, 
supply, transport and medical 
corps (of which the last three made 
their first appearance this year) 
improvement is remarked out of 
all comparison with _ previous 
records. For instance, we are tal 
of the engineers having constracted 
a 50 ft. span trestle Fridge scros 
the Avon, which could not bave 
been bettered: while among the 
artillery, deserved praise has beso 
given to a battery officered ani 
manned entirely by men of the 
Metropolitan Railway Carriage and 
Wagon Company;. which is raised 
at the end of May and tars ott, 
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but two months later as smartly 
drilled and equipped as any in the 
field. Best of all is the enthusiasm 
with which the training has been 
followed in all classes. Several 
presidents of county associations 
“appeared in the camps, and went 
through their full share of training. 
Clergymen and nonconformist 
minis 
chaplaincies in the Force ; 
latter class being the more worthy 
of note in that Nonconformity as a 
body is opposed to anything that 
savours of militarism. Employers 
of labour have shown the utmost: 
liberality in enabling their em- 
ployees to join the camps: while 
from the interest taken in the 
training by the general public it is 
thought that another year should 
see the full establishment of the 
Territorial Force made up. Two 
points have called for criticism : 
the one, that Lorldon regrettably 
lags bebind the rest of the country 
in her zeal for the new model ; the 
other, that while eight days in 
camp are good, fifteen days are 
three times: as good. It has been 
suggested that an extra allowance 
of pay should be made to enable 
men to take the longer time under 
canvas: and if this can be contrived, 
there is no reason to fear that the 
men will hang back. : 
With so fair a prospect before 
the second line army, it seems a 
little like looking a gift horse in 
the mouth to harp upon ideas of a 
still wider scheme of military 
service, embracing, not a limited 
number of volunteers, but the 
whole nation under compulsion. 
Bat the very success of the Ter- 
ritorial Forces has caused the 
advocates of “a nation in arms ” to 
sigh yet more loudly for the reali- 
zation of that ideal. In this con- 





nexion it is interesting to call] gra 


attention to a letter in “The 
Times” from Admiral Sir Cyprian 
Bridge who argues against com- 
pulsory service at great length and 
with much ingenuity. Into the 
much-discussed ion of the 
. moral value of enforced military 
discipline, particularly of barrack 
life, it is unnecessary to follow 
him. It is admitted, we believe, 
that barracks do not always have 
“the best inflaence on their inmates. 
On the other hand the evidence of 
those who have served their term 
in the French army is that fow 
conscripts who come to the colours 
develop into better soldiers, it 
might almost be said citizens, than 
the celebrated Parisian Apaches : 
and if we have nothing quite so 
bad as the Apaches in England, we 
have to confess to hooliguns who 
might well be improved by military 
discipline. But looking at the 








[question from a naval point of view 
Admiral Bridge suggests a new 
idea. In any scheme of compul- 
sory service, he thinks, the two 
services cannot be taken separately. 
‘The perpetual ambition of France 
and Germany is to direct a volun- 
tary stream of service towards 
their respective fleets ; and in this 
they obtain but a very small per- 
centage of success, because in any 
case there is compulsion in one 
direction or the other. The same 
result must follow upon the intro- 
duction of compulsory service in 
Great Britain. That is to say that 
we cast away the inestimable 
advantages of a volunteer navy, 
the énvy of other nations, for what 
Admiral Bridge believes to be the 
quite illusory advantages of a com- 
pulsory army. And he condemns 
the latter ideal as having been well 
enough in days when society was 
scattered and communication diffi- 
cult, but as now out of date and, 





on: the showing of actual events, 
unnecessary. 

The answer has been made that 
boys must be caught for naval 
training at an age considerably in 
advance of that at which they 
would have to join the army ; and 
that for this reason the interests of 
the two services would not neces- 
sarily clash. But even if this view 
prove mistaken, and Admiral 
Bridge’s argument cannot be dis- 
missed hastily, it remains to be 
seen. whether the benefits of com- 
pulsory military service are alto 
gether so illusory as he believes. 
‘That voluntary service bas proved 
effectual in. the past, even under 
dire necessity, is not an unanswer- 
able argument for its continued 
success in the future, even when 
backed by Great Britain’s geograph- 
ical position and if we take for 
nted the maintenance of her 
command of the sea. It is an extra~| 
vagant system whether for peace or 
war; in that while it gives lessreturn 
for the same or greater outlay than 
that of nations which practise 
compulsory service, it must be 
supplemented if any sudden call is 
made on the country ; with an in- 
evitable waste of time proportionate 
to the number of men who have to 
be acenstomed to the technical 
conditions of modern warfare. 
Lastly, it will be seen that under 
the system now in vogue, those 
who volunteer, in common with 
their employers, are to some extent 
penalized for the benefit of those 
who do not. Where service is 
universal, employers and employed 
adapt themselves alike to the change 
in cireumstances. The incon- 
venience arising from compulsory 
service, whether in the mass or to 








the individual, is, perhaps, more’

apparent than genuine. On the 
other hand, it has to be considered 
that the British nation, more than 
is common with the majority of 
mankind, will do voluntarily, and 
for reasons of sentiment, what it 
would consent to do with very bad 
grace under necessity. The en- 
thusiasm with which the Territorial 
idea has been received miight 
suffer much reduction, if its 
voluntary character were superseded 

compulsory. For this reason, 
if for no other, we may hesitate 
before putting ‘a finished picture 
(as one writer expresses it) into the 
frame which Mr. Haldane has 
provided. If the Territorial Forces 
have won lasting popularity, there 
seems no reason why they should 
not be left to do their own work 
in the manner designed for them. 
But it is well to remember that 
Mr. Haldane’s frame represents the 
last alternative to compulsory 
service, in case the hoy now 
entertained for it are not fulfilled 
within reasonable time. 








MUNICIPAL 
AFFAIRS. 
September 24. 
For two consecutive weeks 


“The Municipal Gazette” has 
devoted no little space to the 
subject of the Alhambra, and from 
the correspondence published, it is 
clear that the Council’s efforts, 
extending already over a year, to 
stop public gambling at this resort 
are still without result. The 
problem is in many , respects 
unique, and it throws a lurid ight 
on the peculiar restrictions that 
hedge round the administration of 
this Settlement. It is generally 
understood that the revival of 
interest in the gambling establish- 
ments outside limits was due to the 
laudable initiative of a prominent 
member of the Consular Body ; 
but, nevertheless, we find that 
a letter addressed to that 





Body on May 14 regarding the 
adoption of repressive measures 
against these institutions has been 
allowed to remain unanswered up 
to the present in spite of a second 
letter on the subject sent three 
weeks ago. The Consular Body, 
however, announces that the matter 
“has bad and still bas their earnest 
consideration ” ; and possibly, by 
the time when this clase of Yesoré 
finds it more profitable to close its 
doors in view of the falling off 
of patronage during the winter 





months, we may hear that the 
Consuls have decided to act 
in accordance with the Council's 
requests. Failing more effective 
action on the part of the Consuls, 
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the Municipal authorities hold out 
the prospect of making the question 
one for discussion at the next: 
annual meeting of Ratepayers. In 
view of such an eventuality, it 
may be well to clear away mis- 
understandings with regard to the 
material influence on the life of 
the Settlement of these gambling 
institutions outside limits. We 
have received letters on the subject 
in which anything in the nature 
of a campaign against gambling 
has, been ridiculed, because vice of 
a different kind is allowed to flaunt 
itself within the Settlement. It 
matters little at which end a purity 
crusade is initiated, provided it 
is carried out consistently and 
effectively, and we should be sorry 
to see the steps taken to check 
gambling decried, because there is 
other work in a similar direction 
waiting to be accomplished. Any 
institution that is capable of 
absorbing forty thousand dollars a 
week of the Settlement’s income 
daring the summer months, and 
directly or indirectly may lead to 
the violent end of one or more of 
our fellow-residents, cannot be 
regarded otherwise than as a 
menace to the well-being of the 
community. 

Moreover, as the Council points 
out in its letter of September 3 to 
the Consular Body, the existing 
condition of affairs, apart from 
being contrary to the wishes of the 
right-thinking section of the com- 
munity, is exposing the good name 
of the Settlement to ridicale and 
contumely. Recent proceedings in 
the Unjted States Genre against 
two employees of the Albambra 
failed, because no responsibility 
was found to attach to the defen- 
dants in the action; but they 
indicate that at least that section 
of the Consular Body whose mind 
is {more attuned to the fitness of 
things is prepared to support the 
Settlement in its attempt to be rid 
of these danger spots on its boun- 
daries. A continual obstacle in 
the way of the Council has been 
the difficulty experienced in locat- 
ing responsibility for these institu- 
tions. Writing to the Consular 
Body on May 14, the Chairman 
said :—‘ The nationality of the 
individuals I have named is open 
to question and liable to transfer ; 
thus the Council is and will 
hereafter be in doubt as to the 
tribunal to which it should -:hlross 
itself in case of der or dis- 
reputable proceedings.” For the 
moment, however, th’ 
has been removed by illuminat- 
ing document published in this 
week’s Municipal Gazette over the 
signature of M. de los Bics,

Consulate. This official points out 
to the Conncil that the Police 
executed two warrants in the pre- 
mises of the Alhambra Gardens 
without having first obtained the 
counter-signature of bis Consulate, 
and he demands “a suitable apology 
for the unwarrantable action.” The 
chief interest in this letter centres: 
in the implied admission, to which 
the Council calls attention, that the 
Alhambra is again under Spanish 
protection. This knowledge should 
facilitate future action in dealing 
with this resort, and we shall await 
with interest the steps which it is 
now the daty of the Consular Body 
to take in order to put a stop to 
public gambling. . 

It is fortunate that the local 
‘Spanish Consulate is now under the 
direction of Sefior A. Fernandez 
Arias, who has already given proof 
of his anxiety to remove some of 
the blots on Spain’s escutcheon in 
the Far East. On his return to 
Shanghai the community will 
expect to find him equally eager to 
deal with this gambling problem. 
‘The matter, if report is to he be- 
lieved, will not be new to him, and 
it must prove to his interests, in 
view of previous Spanish experi- 
ences in China, to show that no 
opportunity will be given for 
impugning the honour and integrity 
of the present Spanish Consul in 
Shanghai. Possible methods of 
dealing with gambling institutions! 
outside Settlement limits were 
indicated in a letter from the 
Council to the Consular Body 
published in “The Municipal 
Gazette” of September 17. With 
the requisite knowledge of the 
“ responsible authority ” concerned 
the first suggestion becomes im- 
mediately practicable and a warrant 
from Seftor Arias would at once 
put a stop to the gambling. 
Recent history shows that the evil 
might well break out again under 
another aegis, such has been in the 
past the peculiar constitution of 
our local Consular Body. But 
without the moral support of the 
representative of a Power boasting 
the honourable traditions of Spain, 
it may be expected that the Con- 
sular official of a petty State will not 
presume again to inock the authority 
of his sixteen colleagues. The 
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history of gambling at Shanghai 
would afford most spirited reading, 
not devoid of piquant excursions 
into la haute politique, and, perhaps, 
joue day it may ‘be’ tald. bere ‘er 
South of the Pyrenees. 





THE FARMERS’ 


DILEMMA. 
September 25. 

Wearaer reports from distant 
localities are not, as a rule, very 
exciting to read, except for those 
who have a business interest in 
them, when taken one by one. In 
the aggregate, however, they wear 
a different aspect: and lookin, 
back upon the ontport letters whi 
we have received during the last 
three months, we cannot fail to be 
strock by the deplorable repetition 
of drought or floods, with failare 
of crops, famine and public disorder 
in their train. A good harvest 
‘seems to have become the exception 
rather than the rule. As our cor- 
respondent in North Western Shan- 
tang expressed it, in writing on 
August 4, the old-fashioned soak- 
ing downpours have “ gone out.” 
When they do come, it is often 
with so much violence that the crops 
suffer hardly less than they would 
have suffered without rain at all: as 
has bappened in the Nanning dis 
trict, Kuangsi, to name but one 
instance. Ont of twenty-six letters 
from various regions making special 
mention of crops since the mid- 
dle of June, but two give unquulified 
praise’to the season, namely Cheng- 
chou in Honan, and Kirin, thoush 
this namber might be augmented 
from official commercial reports. 
In other districts a favourable 
verdict on the first harvest is 
neutralized to some extent by fears 
for what may become of the second, 
or by a continuance of high prices 
due to other causes. At Ningpo 
for example, our correspondent 
states, on August 13, that the first 
erop of rice has proved to be one 
of the most prolific for several years 
past and prices have come down pro- 
portionately. But in the same letter 
he adds : “ Anxiety is being mani- 














fested by the farmers owing to the 
continued dry weather. y of 
the canals are almost dry. If the 





drought continues, prices will rise 
again owing to the small reserve of 
rice in stock.” A very similar 
report comes from Kashing on Sep- 
tember 12: and although at Wa- 
chang the rains arrived in time to 
save the crops, on the opposite bank 
they caused renewed floods on the 
Han river and loss to the farmer. 
Bat from districts farther north, 
particularly from South-West Chibli 
and from Shantung generally, the 
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prospects for the coming winter 
are unfailingly black. About 
Peitaiho rain has been plentiful 
and the outlook is promising, but 
this appears to be the one bright 
spot. For the fourth year in 
succession South-Western Chihli 
has suffered from drought, the 
affected region being said to extend 
from near Peking right to the 
southern fimit of the province ; 
while in place of rain-clouds the 
people have had to endare clouds 
of brown dust caught up by a 
succession of painful winds. The 
inevitable result of the want that 
is now beginning to press heavily 
is a recrudescence of robberies, 
some, we are told, on a very large 
scale: and in a letter which we 
yublished but three days ago our 
Teangehoa ‘correspondent writes 
that numbers of people are already 
on the verge of starvation, and that 
the outlook is more serious than it 
has been since the days of the great 
famine thirty odd years ago. “ We 
hear of people slowly pining and 
dying through want of food.” 
Across the border in North-Western 











Shantung a no less terrible tale is 
heard from a well-informed corres- 
pondent by no means given to 
exaggeration. “On a vast plain 

hich is probably the most densely 
populated in China,” he wrote on 
August 22, “. . . there are prob- 
ably scores—perhaps hundreds— 
of counties in which there was no 
wheat, where the millet and 
sorghum are short and scant, the 
maize and beans ehed and 
virtually hopeless.” Even on the 
eve of such harvest as there is 
likely to be, pricé are higher than 
they were at the highest point in 
the great famine of 1878 : and the 
pressure of want ii already as 
severe as it is usually in the depth 
of winter. These accounts are 
farther supported by the evidence 
of our Tsingtao correspondent who 
states, on August 29, that even 
where rain has fallen its violence 
has frequently done more barm 
than good to the young crops ; 
while our Tengchoufa corres 
pondent bas a ghastly story of a 
dead woman dragged from her 
grave and torn to pieces by the 
infuriated peasants because she 
was supposed in some manner to 
have been responsible for the dearth 
of water. 

Agricultural conditions differ so 
much, even in neighbouring dis- 
tricts, that it might well be possible 
to count as many localities where 
the harvest has been, or is about to 
be a brilliant success as those in 
which it is quite the reverse. The 
significance of the reports that we 
have quoted lies not so much in 
the sam total of destitution propor- 

























tionately to the whole nation which 
they reveal, as in the obvious fact 
that every district would appear to 
stand or fall by itself. A certain 
movement of grain from one dis- 
trict to another is seen, but not 
to the extent that is desirable. In 
excuse of this deficiency the possi- 
ble stress of local conditions must 
be taken into account. But in 
general it is safe to say that while 
the Chinese are not backward in 
charity after © misfortune, they 
appear to be quite incapable 
of combining in any scheme for its 
prevention. To 

it is almost inconceivable that a 
nation so well endowed with brains 
as the Chinese, to whom agrical- 
ture has been the supreme interest 
for thousands of years, has never 
devised any method of playing off 
against each other the drought and 
the flood, the fat years and the lean. 
The explanation is found in that 
absence of public spirit (recently 
noticed by our Yihsien corres- 
pondent) which allows a couple of 
counties to be eaten up by grass- 
hoppers because the man whose 
fields are devoured to-day thinks 
that he can afford to leave his 
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also organized processions with gongs, 
drums, ete. As they passed along the 
street they were drenched with water by 
the residents, who bad prepared tubs of 
water in readiness, But the great pecu- 
liarity of the occasion was a dog.

The cholera, which has been raging 
daring the past two months in the 
Yangtze Valley, has been specially fatal 
to those living’ in Wachang. It i

) 30,000 people have died from the 


pestilence, but possibly, one-fifth of 
‘that namber would be correct. 

In this city the greatest fatality was 
in the big camp near the East gate and 
‘amongst the people living in that 
neighbourhood. One company of 150 
men is said to have lost seventy-five in 
‘one day. The benevolent halls that 
‘come to the help of the poor at such 
times with coffins and burial ground 
were unable to meet this great demand 
upon their resources. In some cases 
coffins were carried and left outside 
the city gate to the danger of all living 
in the neighbourhood. The officials, 
who thronghont have acted in a wise 
way, had them removed: and orders were 
given to lock up any coolies who 
repeated the offence.

All through the 
year a black, horrid ooze may be seen 
‘stagoating down the side of the car- 
ringe road leading from the great camp 
inside the East Gate "in a deep, open 
gutter that is gradually undermining

rains only succeed in flushing inore ooze 
into the gutter. No wonder that where 
this drain passed, in s>me cases actually 
under the wooden pile-erected houses 
‘of the people, disease ravaged un- 
checked.

THE TRUTH OF THE stoRY. 

I have ascertained on absolately 
reliable anthority that this story is far 
from accurate. If “The Observer” 
article is read closely, it will be seen 
that the writer has been carcfal not to 
say that His Majesty's Government has 
definitely adopted the policy set forth ;

REFORM OF TRE RUSSIAN ARMY. 

In the debate on the military Budget 
in June last, M. Gutchkoff, the leader 
of the Centre, made an attack on the 
bureaucracy which has seldom been 
equalled for boldness in the Duma. He 
plaialy told the Grand Dukes, who at 
present hold all the profitable appoint- 
‘ments in the army, to get out and make 
for men who know their business. 
Yon ask the nation to-day,” he said 
in effect, “for » lot of money for military 
requirements. You ask us to make 
great sacrifices. Well, we are ready to 
do so; but we ask you also to make 
some sacrifices and to leave some of 
these high army posts which you mono- 

















polize to be occupied by professional 
soldiers who are not Grand Dukes.” 
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In answer to this speech, General 
Rédiger, the Minister for War, sd- 
mitted that the army had many short- 
comings and promised to. make them 
good. The Tsar has now given his 
answer by issuing an ukaze in which 
he relieves his uncle, the Grand Duke 
Nicolai Nikolaivitch of the presidency 
of the Couneil of Imperial Defence. 

This is the most important event 
that has taken place in Russia 
since the adjournment of the Dama, 
bat in order to make the Russian 
array really efficient, a great deal more 
must be done. In the first place the 
General Staff must be reformed. It 
is at present an antonomous de} 
ment, not subject to the Minister for 
War, and its biel bas the right of 
addressing himself directly to the 
Emperor. This want of unity, which 
exists in other military departments, is 
great hindrance to reform and must 
be done away witb. 








DISCONTRNTED OFFICERS. 

There are more serious weakneases 
in the Russian army, however, and 
they cannot be destroyed by a stroke of 
the pen. One is the unpopularity of the 
army 86 a profession owing to the wave 
of liberalism that has swept over the 
country, the hatred of the Goveroment 
that has grown up among all classes of 
the population, and the way in which 

ye army is being used to do the dirtiest 
police work. These causes, combined 
with the inadequate pay, have led to a 
regalar exodus from the army of all the 
young, capable, and ambitious officers 
in it. This exodns has become 80 seri- 
ous that the scare heading “ The Flight 
from the Army” is to be seen about 
once a week over pessimistic 
articles in the “Noroe Vremya 
paper which is always trying 
to convince its readers that all 
is for the best in Russia, and which 
would not start scare of this kind if 
it had not good reason for it. Among 
other reasons which make many officers 
discontented with their profession are 
the following : (1) Unfairness at the 
examinations. Rich and fashionable 
officers. always pase with flying colours 
while really able men who have no 
money and no special standing have no 
chance. (2) The discouragement of 
independence,  Wenk-minded —syco- 
phants get on and even become generale; 
while talented men of stubborn and 
independent mind seldom rise above 
the rank of captain. In his farewell 
address to the officers of the first 
Manchurian Army, General Kuropatkin 
tonched on this point with great skill 
and trath. 


STRATEGY AND EDUCATION. 

A great drawback to Russia is her 
weak strategic position in Europe. 
She is going to spend millions of 
pounds on a strategic railway in the 
Far East while there is a glaring want 
of strategic railways in Poland. She 
is troubled sbout the Japanese taking 
Kamehatks, but she pays no attention 
to the fact (told her s few ago 
by the “ Vovoe Vremya") that, ifa war 
broke out with Germany, the Germans 
would take St. Pgtersburg in three

NAVIGATION ON THE 
HUANGPU. 


To the Editor of the 
“ Norra-Caisa Dairy News.” 


S1n,—I have just received information, 
from ‘one of {the in-coming steamers, of 
randiag withouta Pilot of the Nor- 
wogian steamer “ Nord” on the Upper 
Middle-ground Shoal, off the Shanghai 
Flour Mill. This is another of the 
‘many instances of the dangers to 
navigation on the Huangpu through 
certain Japanese and few Nor- 
wegians ” who will persist in trying to 
navigate this river without a Pilot, to 
the common danger. The stranding 
of this ship both demonstrates and 
proves the two assertions I made in 
ny last letter to your paper that these 
men are of little or no local 














knowledge and that when meeting them 


which she now lies, proves that her 
master “has little or n0 local knowledge” 
and as he is far over on the port or 
left side of the Channel, he has entirely 
ignored the rale of the road, which 
directs: (in article 25) that “Tn nar- 
row Channels every steain vessel shall 
it safe and practicable keep to her own 
starboard side of the Channel.” So long 
as an accideft of this kind occurs in 
daylight, things are not 6o bad; as no sane 
man with any local knowledge would, when 
meeting a vessel in the position of the

But when one meets navigators 
of this description on a dark night and 
in charge of a heary-draught shi 
when one cannot accurately tell one’

Sin,—I am sorry that my letter to 
you of the 31st ultimo has been mis- 
understood both by Mr. Werner and 
my anonymons critic **J."" 

T have no quarrel with Spencer's 
antimilitarism, if, at least, eg. the 
Netherlands were right in resisting 
Philip of Spain, or England right in 
sweeping the Barbary corsairs from the 
Mediterranean. If war in defence of 
‘one’s country, or military action to 
clear the highways of banditti was 
right in the Philosopher's view, then 
was no more antimilitarist than I 
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‘And I am, of course, heartily 
him and Mr. Werner in holding us 
Christians to onr profession. If we 
‘come short, the best of us, of what that. 
profession implies, namely the imitation 
of Christ, we have no right to com- 
plain if he and others bold up the 
mirror and bid us wash our faces.

THE PERING OCTROI. 

The Commissioners of octroi at 
the Ch'angwén gate (Hntamén) have 
decided to reduce the ootroi on dutiable 
Chinese goods entering Peking, at 
the uniform rate of three per ‘cent 
ad ralorem. In former days there was 
no uniform rate, the octroi collectors 
at the Ch'ongwén gate levying duty 
on commodities at their own awoet will. 
As for the Commissioners there are 
two of them—they are usually members 
of the Imperial Clao, the Chief Com- 

ioner being often a Prince or Duke. 
Hence they are immune from complaints 
of exorbitant exactions suffered by 
Peking traders. 

A SENSIBLE PLAN. 


Hitherto, Viceroys and Governors of 
provinces having any urgent report to 
make or advice to ask of the Throne, 
were by official etiquette compelled to 
send their telegrams to the Throne 
through the medium of the Grand 
Council. Owing to the loss of time 
that has hitherto been suffered through 
this mode of procedure, the Grand 
Councillor Yuan Shib-k'ai has made 
‘an innovation by getting the Imperial 
sanction that, in future, all telegrams of 
importance from the provinces requir- 
‘ing immediate attention shall be sent 
itraight to their Majesties without the 
usual intermediary of the Grand Council. 


THE ANTI-OPIUM CAMPAIGN. 


At a conference of the members of 
the Council on. State affairs, Prince 
Ching sdvatad the promulgation of a 
law requiring cultivators of the poppy 
throughout the Empire to stop planting 
the poppy at the end of threo yoars 
from this year. As this period was 
considered ‘by the majority of those 
Present to be too short a time, it was 
afterwards decided to recommend to 
their Majesties that an Imperial Edict 
be issued making the limit of time five 
years whereby all cultivation of the 
poppy shall be stopped, in place of the 
ten years’ limit ordered by a former 
edict.

MANN HALL, 


The Alnmni Hall of St. John's 
University, Jeasfield, was well filled 
with foreigners and Chinese on Satur- 
day afternoon, tie occasion being the 
laying of the corner stone of the new 
Mann Hall. Dr. Hawks Pott presided, 
latform were Admiral Sab, 
Secretary, «Judge Wilfey, 
Mr. Dorsey, Dr. John Fryer and Dr. 
T. Richard ; also the following members 
of the Faculty, Drs. Boone, Jeffries, 
Tucker and Lincola, and Profs. Steiger, 
Cooper, Throop, Harding, Major and 
Browning. 

‘The proceedings were opened by the 
singing of a hymn in Chinese, after 
which Bishop Graves made a few intro- 
ductory remarks in English. He 
referred to the fact that the Institution 
was one of gradual growth, not the 
result of any large gifts contributed by 
wealthy men. He recalled the time 
when there was only a two-rtoried 
Chinese buildiog, which was not worthy 
to be called a College from an architec 
tural point of view. It had gradually 
developed, however; a new building 
being added abont every four years. 
He gratefully acknowledged the very 
substantial help rendered by the Chinese 
—by those who were connected with the 
University as well as by many others. 

The chairman of the Alamni Associn- 
tion, Dr. E. T. Tyan, spoke io Chinese 
for ‘a considerabie time, his remarks 
being much appreciated by those who 
He 
gave an account of the progress of the 
University from its beginning and 
prophesied that it had a still greater 
fatare before it. He expected that in 
another half-century the village would

whom the new building was named.

A MONGOL HOMESTEAD, 

‘A description of one of these Mongol 
farms or homesteads might be of in- 
terest. To begin with » large piece of 
ground, about two hundred yards long, 
and hundred yards wide is enclosed 
by alow mud wall, about two feot in 
height. Ontside this is a ditch of 
corresponding depth. Within this 
enclosure the huts are built, and the 
ground is cultivated. There are gene- 
rally sheds for the eattle and pigs. 
‘The but is usually surrounded by an 
eight or ten foot fence made out of 
willow stems. In front of the entrance 
stands an upright pole stack into » 
heap of sand which is held in 
place by « wicker work fence. The! 
pole has « cross bar near the top which 
is adorned with bits of coloured calico.

They reeponded with such alacrity and 
so many animals were brought in that 
we decided to give up the project 
of once more entering the Ordos. 
Throughout our stay in Yulinfa 
we were kept busy skinning and 
preserving rodents, moles, jerboss and 
desert hamsters, also chipmunks, ground 
y | equirels and hedgebogs. 

The jerboa, or kangaroo rat, as it is 
called by some, is a pretty little rodent 
characterized by having extremely long 
hind legs on which it jumps about 
like a kangaroo, The tail is long 
and ends in s beautifal black and 
white tuft. The cars are long, the 
eyes large and black, while the fore paws 
are very small, though armed with long 
sharp claws, In colour the jerboa is of 

le sandy yellow above, and white 
beneath. There are only three toes on 
These lively and active 
tle animals live amongst the sand- 
lls. They burrow into the sand, which 
covers the mouth of the hole they make. 

The sand hamster somewhat resembles 
its covsin the small grey hamster. It 
is much smaller, however, and bas a very 
short tail, It of « pinky fawn colour 
above and white beneath, with a white 























with thick soft far which enables the 
little creature to run across the loose 
sand with ease. 

We kept live specimens of both 
jerboas and sand hatosters, and were 
very much interested in watching their 
habits. 

On the first day of our stay in 
Yuliofa Mr. Anderson discovered a 
stream that had been dammed up, so 
that that there was « large area of deep 
clear water, where we bathed whenever 
the weather was favourable. 

We were rather troubled by the 
people of the city, who insisted on 
crowding round the doors of the inn. 
The head of the police sent several 
of bis men along to keep the peopls 
from molesting us, but as is generally 
the case they were quite usel 

Yoliofu is « busy town situated at 
an altitude of four thonsand feet upon 
the eastern bank of the Y' 10. 
Three miles to the north of the city 
lie the remains of the Great Wall. 

On the eastern side of the city sand 
from the desert has banked up, in 
many places almost to the top of the 

making it possible for belated 
ievallore Sormstee the city by climbing 
the wall.

This fortress is s three- 
storeyed edifice, surrounded by a high 
thiek wall. The first storey consists of 
‘8 massive block of masonry, about 
thirty yards square. There is a stone 
stairway within, leading up to the 
second storey, which resembles the first, 
‘but is somewhat smaller and is a 
solid. The third storey is reached by » 
light of steps on the ontaide, 
resembles the other two stories, but is 
smaller than either of them. From 
the top of this tower one gains asplendid 
bird's-eye view of the Ordos desert 
stretching away to the north and west, 
h ran the two branches of 
the river. Along the banks of these 
rivers can be seen numerous willows and 
other trees. 

In the distance the sandhills assume 
varying shades of pink and yellow, with 
hore and there a darker patch of mauve, 
where some cloud casts its shadow. The 
colouring is wonderful, and delicate in 
the extreme. 

We stayed in Yulinfu three 

during which time we made s 
fine collection of over one hundred 
‘specimens, including eleven species. 

At lsat we decided to move on; 80 
we packed onr things once more and on 
May 14 left by the East gate, striking 
out in a north-easterly directors.

Once 
there was the fact of killing it

Malice was presumed until the 
contrary was proved. The evidence 
would show that deceased took accused 
in his riceha early on the morning of 
August 9 and apparently they bad 
difference of opinion. The case for the 
Crown was that however scute that 
difference was, the body was found 
seventeen yards from the spot 
the difference must have originated, and 
that there were signs of a struggle 
‘there, bat not between the culvert and 
that spot. Therefore the presumption 
was that deceased was fleeing when 















he was killed. (Counsel then handed 
in « plan prepared by Mr. Tarrant, 
who would be called to prove 
it, and copies of this plan were also 
handed to the jury. Counsel proceed. 
ed to explain this plan.) Accused’ 
story had been that the ricsha coolie 
turned him in the ricsha, into the 
culvert, and that he attacked the cool 
in self-defence.

It was then a 
little after 4.30; she heard the clock 
strike, (Witness marked the position 
of the ricsha and the nearest telegraph 
pole, ona plan.) She saw the rictha 
pushed in with her own eyes ; there 
could be no mistake. (Witness was 
then shown the rictha and asked to 
show how the foreigner took hold of the 
ricsha ?) Witness said that he pulled 
the ricsha along and threw it in on his 
left-hand side. She saw the ricsha fall 
down and heard » great noise. Then 
she shnt her door. She heard no other 
noise than that. The foreigner had mud 
‘on bis clothes. When the dead body 
was removed witness spoke to someone 
and her talk was overheard by an in- 
terpreter. She had no desire to come 
to Court. 

The Crown Advocate suggested that 
the Jury and his Lordship shonld 
the place.

By a Juror—The road was dry and 
hard and the ruts of the wheels were 
not deep. 

Sub-Inspector Merrison then ga 
evidence in regard to his proceeding to 
the neighboarhood of the trouble. When 
witness got to Harbin Road accused's 
holmet and some of his private property, 
which he appeared to have taken from 
his pockets, were on a stone near by. 
‘There were numerous marks in the mad 
round the coolie’s body. 168s 
described tho position and condition of 
the body and recounted his conversation 
with accused. He also repeated the 
measurements he had made since the 
arrest, Witness had made exporiments 
with another ricsha since. He had 
thrown pty ricaba over the culvert, 
letting it strike a plank instead of the 
calvert itself, and only the hood was 
damaged. He had also overturned a 
ricsha loaded with 220 Ib. of broken 
stone. 

Mr. Ellis objected to the introduction 
of evidence in regard to the effect of a 
dead weight on the vebicl ‘Was the 
Crown Advocate prepared to call expert 
evidence as to the difference between 
live and dead weight. 

After some discussion his Lordship, 
while admitting ‘the evidence of an 
empty ricaba being thrown over, as 
relevant, thought it better not to allow 
evidence as to the result of dead weight 
in s ricsha. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ellis—Wit- 
ness had not mentioned the wound over 
the coolie's left eye before the present 
trial. The sides of the creek were quite 
soft for about two feet from the bottom.

Dr. C. Davis described his externsl 
examiation and post mortem examina 
tion of the deceased.

Cross-examined by Mr. Gregson— 

Accused complained of soreness of the 
neck but there were no external marks. 
Witness observed nothing that would 
lead him to believe that accused had a 
broken rib or sprained foot. Ifa man 
were being suffocated and was strag- 
glivg to prevent it, it would be almost. 
certain that some mud or water would 
make its way into the lungs or stomach. 
He found nothing in the longs in this 
case. 
Re-examined—If a man were un- 
conscious, having been knocked out, and 
were then suffocated, he would not 
expect to fiod mud in the lungs. 

By his Lordship—Had the mao died 
from syncope the condition of the 
organs would have been different. 

‘By « juror—There would be no 
difference in the condition of the in- 
ternal organs if the man had been 
suffocated by strangulation, There 
were no signs of suffocation cither 
‘externally or in the way of internal con- 
gestion. 











Kate Wilkinson repeated her 
evidence as to accased’s visit to the 
Nursing Home on the afternoon of 
August 8.

Charles Tame, bar-tender of the 
Globe Hotel, deposed to accused’s visit 
to the hotel at 8.30 p.m. on August 8. 

Detective-Sergeant Vaughan re- 
peated in substance his evidence in the 
lower Court. 

Mr. Ellis protested against this 
witness's evidence, on the ground that 
although he had warned accused, be 
bad then questioned accused. Counsel 
cited the ruling of Lord Justice Cock- 
barn in the Yeovil Murder case. 

The Crown Advocate submitted that 
in the case cited the prisoner had not 
‘been arrested or warned; here the 
‘sccused had been twice warned. 

His Lordship did not think that 
statements in answer to questions 
were admissible. If his Lordship could 
not ask accused a question now, why 
should the police be allowed to. 

The Crown Advocate waived the 
evidence as to accused’s statement 
to the witness and merely exe 
mined him as to investigations in 
the neighbourhood of the body and 
the culvert. Witness’s inquiries as to 
accased’s movements on the night of 
‘the alleged crime had failed to elicit 





his movements between 10 p.m. and 
2am.

he had got in the struggle. 

Dr. R. J. Marshall described his 
examination of accused on about August 
11. Accused was suffering from a 
fractured rib. There was s skin abra- 
sion on the left wrist. His right font 
was sprained. The bruises on accused's 
thighs appeared to be some days old. 

Cross-exainined by Mr. Gregson— 
Witness saw accused a few days after 
his wife’s admission to the Nursing 
Home, when he volunteered the in- 
formation that Dr. Milles bad been 
treating him for angina pectoris, The 
mark on accused’s neck might hi 
been caused by finger-nails. Stevenson 
complained of tenderness there, A 
man could injure a rib and go about 
for some days afterwards without ap- 
preciating that there was anything 
wrong. 

Re-examined — Witness discovered 
the fractured rib because accused winced 
when he touched the spot. The nail- 
marks might have been self-inflicted. 

Detective Hugh Fraser corroborated 
P. C. Jones’ evidence. 

R. J. Broad, custodian at the Muni- 
cipal Hospital, gave evidence as to the 
coolie's body being brought to the 






























mortuary. 

This concladed the case for the 
Crown. 

Mr. Ellis stated that he proposed 
to call accused, and him alone. 

The Court’ then adjourned until 
1.30. 





On resuming, accused was called, 
‘and stated that he was forty years of 
‘age, and a mechanical engineer. Ho bad 
been in China since 1891. He was 
showing cinematographs in China, and 
while touring from place to place he 
ved ona houseboat. His health re- 
cently had been bad. The first thing 
witoess did on his arrival this 
was to take his wife to the Nursing 
Home. On Saturday, August 8, after 
tiffin, witness went to the Astor House 
where he had two or three small gin 
and sodas. Then he went down to the 
‘Nursing Home and saw his wife. After 
‘that he went down Peking Road, look- 
ing in some of the second-hand shops. 
Then he went to the Metropole 
which heleftabout 9 p.m. Thence he went 
‘to the Globe Hotel where he had some 
gin and sods. He left the hotel about 
11 p.m. He left with » man he had 
seen before, but whose name he did not 
know. This man drove him to Soochow 
Road to hisbost. After standing talk- 
‘ing about half an hour witness went on 
board his boat, got some of his cigars and 
eame ashore again. Then he strolled 
slong Honea Rosd, Nanking Road and 
the Bond. Somewhere near the public 
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gardens witness took @ ricsha and told 
‘the coolie to go to the new Chinese Gar- 
dens on the other side of Markham Road 
Bridge. He met people coming away, 
80 he told his coolie to turn round and 
went into the Grill Rooms for some- 





thing to eat. There he had a steak, 
some Welsh rarebit and a bottle of 
beer. He was in the Grill Rooms| peo) 


until about 41am. Then he came out 
again and took another ricsha. This 
rictha-man said that he wanted to go 
home, #0 in North Soochow Road he 
took another rictha. Witness did not 
tarn in because he intended to take out 
his Iaanch early in the morning and 
was afraid he would fall asleep. He 
remembered seeing Range Road, he 
was very sleepy. When he took notice 
again he was in an entirely strange 
locality. He then told the coolie to 
go back to Honan Road bridge. The 
coolie went on waving his arm to the 








told him to go to the police station. 
The next person who came along was 
the garbage foreman, on a bicycle. 
Witness stopped him, pointed to the 
coolie, said that he was in bad way 
and asked the man to go to the police 
station. After asking a lot of ques- 
tions the man went away. The next 
to come slong were two for- 
‘eigners. He told them he had sent to 
the station and asked them to make 
inquiries and find ont whether the 
police had been informed. Rose gave 
witness his name and address ; the 
other man wrote « chit to the police 
atation. A European constable came, 
followed by Inspector Merrison and 
took him to Harbin Road and later 
to Hongkew station. Witness fell out 
of the ricsha when leaving his house- 
boat with the police after changing, 
aud struck his left arm against a chain, 
His wife was very sick at that time, 
and he was very worried about her. It 

















left as though to say that the road was 
in that direction. The coolie went on 
for some way and then stopped on top 
of a culvert. He went down a plank 
aod witness told him to stop and go 
back. The coolie faced witness 
and pushed the ricsha back as if 
to turn round, but put all his weight on 
it at the edge of the culvert. Witness 
grabbed hold of him and they went over 
together. When witaess got on to the 
top of the bank the coolie caught him 
by the throat. Witness began to feel 
the pain that heralded an attack of 
angina pectoris and the coolie pushed 
him some way backwards and then 
gave him » big push which sent him 
right into the middle of the creek. 
The whole weight of the coolie then 
came upon witness as if he hed jumped 
on top of him, on to his right side, 
With a great effort witness got his 
head above water. The coolie had 
hold of his coat, bat witness's hands 
were so muddy that he could not get a 
grip Whilo he was trying to catch 
coolie’s throat the man put his 
hed forward and bit his wrist. Th 
coolie again tried to force witncss| 
under and his pain became so bed that 
he thought he lost consciousness. Just, 
before that he caught hold of the man's 
quene and tried to pull bim down. 
Witness did not remember anything! 
more until be consciousness, 
when he found his face just abore water 
with the water lapping his mouth. The 
coolie was on the opposite bank and,! 
thinking he was shamming, witness left! 
the spot and went to a Chinese houss| 
near, and knocked st the door. It 
was not opened but he heard » move- 
‘Then he went to the back’ 
he asked six or seven! 
people who were there to send to the! 
police station. The coolie did not 
move and witness wanted to get him’ 
to the police station. The rictha at! 
this time was in the creek: he 
presumed it fell in during the strug- 
gle. Witness walked along the road 
‘and then tried to get the ricshs 
out. Just as he was starting to do this 
he saw some Chinese on the road. 
‘There were two or three of them and 
he could not get them to understand 
English.

was eleven weeks since witness had 
given a show. 

Cross-examined—His weight was 
bea fifteen stone. Witness could not 
thinese ; he spoke to the ricsha 
ait in English. Witness could not 
say whether he and the riesha entered 
the creck together. He might have 
thought at the time that robbery 
was the motive of th sha coolie 
the coolie said nothing about 
money. Both his struggles with the 
ricsba coolie, at the bottom of the 
creck, were in about the samo spot. 
There were practically no straggles ; 
witness had = pain and would not 
struggle. At Hongkew Police Station 
he asked for independent medical 
advice. He did not know who Dr. 
Davis was when he examined him ; he 
did not think itinecessary to infonn him 
about the attack of angina pectoris. 
Witness could not explain the old 
Chinese woman's evidence, unless she 
saw him attempting to pull the ricsha 
up. Witness put some of the contents 
of his pockets on to @ stone because it 
was a dry spot, He thought that that 
night he had more than three silver 
dollars and few copper cash. He 
had forty cents in silver as well. When 
‘witness was thrown out of the ricsha he 
took out twenty cents and threw it to 
the coolie ; the other twenty cents were 
































cal testimony was very interesting, and 
counsel thought that the jury woald ty 
convinced from it that the coolie wa: 
not killed by strangulation. It was not 
‘not until accused’s own evidence that 
the Court was told that there was 1 
struggle until the coolie pushed accased 
into the eresk and acoused began v; 
suffer from an attack of angina pec 
toris. It was very extraordinary that 
sccused did not mention this attack t» 
Dr. Davis. If the jury found that the 
coolie met his death in a hand-to-hand 
struggle his Lordship would probably 
direct them to bring in a verdiet of 
manslaughter.

The Crown Advocate in summing 
up for the Crown pointed oat that 
although the charge was one of murder 
the jury had the alternative of a verdict 
of manslaughter. The difficulty betmeen 
accused and the ricsha coolie must have 
started on the road. Coundil suggested 
that the ricsha was incriminating evid- 
ence on the road and therefore, in the 
manner described by the old woman, 
accused threw.it in. An explanation 
was a very dangerous thing, but after 











Morrison an explanation. The medi- 
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corroborated by numerous witnesses 
Finally counsel again urged the jury to 
give weighty consideration to their 
verdict. 

His Lordship then summed up. The 
indictment must be dealt with in one 
of three ways: the jury could bring ia 
8 verdict of marder, manslaughter or 
not guilty. In this caso it was 
practically admitted by accused himself 
that he had taken this man’s life, and the 
law, in such eases, presumed ‘murder, 
tanlesa the contrary were proved. If onthe 
evidence, the jury were satisfied that 
accused was attacked by the coolie and 
used just so much force as was neces- 
sary in selt-defence, they would acqait 
him, It seemed to his Lordship that 
accused would not have hed any 
difficalty in explaining what happened. 
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He told Mr. Rose that he had killed 
the coolie in self-defence. His Lord- 
ship read « portion of this witness's 





evidence and remarked that it differed 
from accused’s statement.’ Before a 
man acted in self-defence he must be 
driven up against a wall and have to 
act. To make the death excusable the 
jury must believe that accused retreated 
from and was followed by the coolie, 
and acted only when compelled to. 
Next his Lordship defined marder. If 
the accused overpowered the coolie and 
then deliberately held his head under 
water, that would bemaurder. Ifthecoolie 
offered great provocation to accused, it 
would reduce the crime to manslaughter. 
Certain facts had been clearly estab- 
lished : there were no marks between 
the culvert and the body ; there were 
marks round the body. The verdict 
should be one which was consistent 
with those facts. - Finally his Lordship 
dealt the question of drunkenness, 
‘aod pointed ont that if accused did not 
know what he was doing, there was not 
sufficient malice aforethonght to justify 
® verdict of marder. 

The jury retired at 3.50 pm, and 
retarned into Court again at 4.15.

‘That section of the Act was passed after 
the case of Rex. v. Cardo, in which 
it was decided that evidence of the 
trath of the libel could not be received 
by a police magistrate, aud a certiorari 
would not be issued to him ia that case 
to hear evidence of the trath of the 
libel. Even this section now says “the 
Court may receive evidence as to the 
publication being for the public benefit”.

Witness ssid 
that he had, and Mr. West replied 
that the man’s name was not Macdon- 
ald but Marten, and that another man 
had presented the chit at Shaftesbury 
House. Witness immediately telephoned 
to the Police, as he was sick of being 
done like that, Accased had told 
witness that he was a Canadian and 
that he was # naval reserve man. 

In reply to His Worship witness said 
he was afraid he would have given 
accused the clothes and the chit if he 
had said his name was Marten, The 
man seemed to be in such distress. His 
clothes were falling off him and his shirt 
was transparent. It was only when he 
fonnd that the man had told him a 
falsehood that he thought it worth 
while to telephone to the Police. He.

‘Mr. James Ware stated that accused 
called at his house in Kwenming Road 
on the 19th instant, accompanied by 
an Amerian man-of-war's man. He 
said that he had just arrived from 
Hankow and had formerly been em- 
ployed by Capt. Price, bat was in 
tress and wanted assistance. Witness 
offered to give him a chit to the Han- 
bury Institute for two days’ food, but 
accused said he wonld prefer to go to 
the Shaftesbury House, as he had been 
there before and had some property 
there. Witness then gave him a chit 
to Mr. West to the effect that he woukl 
be responsible for accused's board and 
lodging for two days. Witness had 
not written the letter now shown to 
hhim (a letter found in accused's posses 
sion when searched at the Police 
Station, and which he had attempted 
to destroy). 

Mr. W. West, manager of Shaftes- 
bury House, said the letter was not 
prevented to him by the accused. It 
was presented to him by a man named 
Murphy, who was lying sick in the 
Genoral Hospital. Murphy said that 
Marten had given him the letter. 
Marten had told him that he had no. 
nse for it and told Murphy he conkd 
have-the benefit of it. In handing 
the letter to witness, Murphy said it 
would have been an easy matter for him 
to have delivered’ the letter and 
benefitted by it, but he had too much 
honoar to do so. 

‘Wong Yung-chong, a tailor of No. 
1044 Broadway, said he recognised 
accused, who had come to his shop on 
uly 6 and bought goods, at the same 
time stating that he was employed at 
Chang Su-ho Gardens. Witness took 
the goods to the Hanbury Institute and 
accused told him to cali for the money 
next day, as the Banks were then 
closed.

“He let accused have 
the goods and trusted him for one night 
because the latter told him that he was 
employed ‘at Chaog Su-ho Gardens, 

the accused said that the witness 
iad’ we him have goods on signing 
chits, on several occasions. There was 
nothing about Chang Su-ho's Gardéns 
‘on the chits which he had signed. 

The witness ssid he had only seen 
the accused on one other occasion. 
That was at No. 4 Seward Road, after 
the present transaction. Witness then 
asked bim for the money again, and 
accased said that he had got employ- 
ment in the balloon business at Yu 
Ynen Gardens. 

In reply to the accused, witness said 
that accused brought two waistcoats to 
him to be repaired. It took two hours 
to repair them and accused called for 
them himself. He had never measured 
accused for a suit of clothes at the 
Hanbury Institute. He refused to do 
‘80, as accused bad not paid him for the 
goods he had bought. He supplied all 
those goods on the same date. 

Accused asked that his chits be pro- 
duced, and His Worship said that the 
witness would be called again at the 
afternoon sitting to prodace the chits. 

James W. Price stated that he 
had been manager of (hang Su-1 i 
Gardens since July 15. Bef 
date he was at Chang Su-ho's Gordes |? 
on certain days, making balloon ascents. 
Accused was not employed by witness 
at any time during July. Accused was 
employed by him on May 31 and June 
7 only. He had seen accused since 
then, bat had never promised him 
farther work. 

F. J. Drakeford, manager of the 
Hanbary Institute, said that accused 
stayed at the Institute from April 29 
antil early in July. He agreed to pay 
$60 per month for his board and lodg- 
ing. His board for May was paid, but 
not that for June. On July 4 witness 
pressed him for payment and accused 
gave him a letter (produced) purport- 
ing to be written by Dr. Lalcaca, 
Witness afterwards found that the 
letter was a forgery. On July 5 
accused left the Institute. If witness 
had not received that letter from 
accased on July 4, he would have turn- 
ed him ont, unless he had offered some 
farther guarantee. Witness spoke to 
accused next morning in his office and 
told him thet bis action was a very 
foolish one and might have got him 
into trouble. Accused told him that 
he would be working for the Shanghai- 
Nanking Railway Company from the 
beginning of July. 

Cross-examined— He thought ac- 
cused left on July 5 or 6. He had not 
brought this charge sooner, becanse 
Dr. Laleaca bad been away and also 
because he did not know where accused 
had gone. He le might have told Mr.

The accused said that he had nothing 
to say in answer to the second charge.

The No. 1 boy of the Hanbury In- 
stitnte was called, and in reply to the 
acensed said that he did not know 
whether Wong Yung-chong called to 
see accused at the Institate or not.

He did not “accom 
pany accused in a ricsha when the 
latter went to be measured for a silk 
suit. He did not know whether any 

goods were delivered to accused at the 
Foatitate, He did not remember seeing 
the tailor in accused's room. 

Accused said he would like to call 
other boys from the Institute, but it 
was ascertained that these boys had left.

Accused said he admitted having 
obtained the goods, but they were not 
all obtained on the same date.

Mark Murphy was charged with 
harbouring and assisting one F. W. 
Carus, well knowing him to be a felon, 
to wit a gaol breaker, and further, with 
wilfully obstructing certain police 
officers—Detective-Sergeants Vaughan 
and Croickshank—in the execution of 
their daty. 

Detective- Sergeant Cruickshank 
stated that on the preceding day 
betweea 6 and 7 a.m., in company with 
Detective-Sergeant Vaughan and the 
French police, he proceeded to a street 
in the French Concession to search for 
Carus. He had received information 
that accused was assisting Caras, and on 
Darsting open the door he found 
accused and Carus together. Both 
imen were arrested and taken to the 
French Police station, and witness 
‘then came to th late and swore 
an affidavit and obtained s warrant 
for accused, At noon Murphy was 
removed from the French police station 
to the Hongkew cells.

J. 1, Viney, sworn, said that be was 
a student interpreter, attached to the 
U. 8. Consulate and was in charge of 
the prisoners confined in the Consular 
Gaol. Tn the month of August one 
FW. Carus was confined ia the Gaol 
serving sentence for forgery. On the 
night of August 30 or morning of 
August 31 Caras escaped from 
the Gaol. Witness believed that 
U.S. Consular warrant was issued 
for his arrest on a charge of prison 
breach. He was returned to the U. S 
Consulate the previous day by the 
Municipal police and was now confined 
in the Consolar Gaol. Caras was 
serving sentence for forgery. In Amer- 
ican law forgery was a felony and 
prison breach, in the case of a person 
serving sentence tor felony, was also a 
felony. 

‘A coolie named Tsah Ab-fok gave 
evidence that he was «mployed at the 
hing-tazo lodging-house in the French 
Concession. On Saturday night two 
foreigners slept there. He recognized 
them now in Court. One mas the 
acensed and the other Marten. ‘They 
first came to the lodgiog-house about 
the middle of the Chinese month, and 
three days later a third foreigner came. 
The latter was taken away by the 
Police on Sunday morning. ‘The three 
men stopped at the house about ten 
days They used to come in each 

















evening about 10 pm, sometimes 
singly, sometimes together, and they 
went out again in the morning not 
Inter than noon. They used to go out 
singly. The police came to the house 
about on Sunday and asked if 
two foreigners were staying there. 
Witness said they were and showed 
the police the way to the room. 
Witness told the two foreigners to 
open the door, but they refused, saying 
that they wanted more sleep. After- 
wards the police kicked open the door 
jand arrested the men. The money for 
the lodgings was paid sometimes by 
the accused and sometimes by the second 
man (pointing to Marten). ‘The third 
man (Carus) never paid anything, 

not sleep in the house on 
ight.

Detective-sergeant Cruickshank, re- 
called, described the arrest of the accused 
and Carus. 

To reply to His Worship, the witness 
said tbat he received information on 
Thursday evening that accused and 
Carus were living in » house in the 
French Concession and that if he traced 
Murphy he would find Carus. 

Inspector Macgregor said be had no 
farther evidence to call, and His Wor- 
ship said that there was not sufficient 
evidence before him on which to frame 
a charge. The accused would therefore 
be dismissed. His Worship said that 
accused must bave known who Carus 
was.

Then he came to the 
Philippines and China, He left 
America in April or May 1899, intend- 
ing, ultimately, to return to Austr 
He had never been back to Amori 
since. His brother went to America 
after he had left. Witness did not 
intend to return to America, His 
friend did not tell him that papers of 
citizenship, takea ons with the inten- 
tion of getting out of his military duties 
in Austria, were fraudulent. He had 
never claimed American protection in 
the Orient, but had obtained an Ameri- 
‘ean passport in Tientsin about two years, 
ago—May or June, 1907, He had 
submitted to the jurisdiction of

asked his aioeality’ Witness was 
willing to admit that the translation of 
document he had put in at the last 
hearing was a correct translation, His 
object in executing this document was 
to take advantage of the Emperor's 
Amnesty to Austrians who should have 
served in the army, and to become an 
Anstrian citizen once more. It was 
his intention to renounce American 
citizenship and renew his allegiance 
to the Emperor of Austria, ‘That was 
his intention to-day.

An inquest was held at H. M.

T. Jackson, of the Jessfield Club, 
stated that he first met decessed there 
about ten days ago. He stated that 
he had been drinking and wished to 
lie up and get better. For several 
days deceased remained at the (lub, 
and on Wednesday night lest he became 
to ill that be had to be seat to the! 
Hospital. He continually asked for 
brandy, bat refused to see a doctor, 
though he was suffering from 6 p.m. 
until 3am. At 3 a.m. be was taken 
to the Hospital. He then commenced 
to grosn and rave, and endeavoured to 
get oat of his room. During his stay 
at Jessfield deceased had taken « 
good deal of drink, but he always 
‘appeared to be sober when spoken to. 
Several times he was unable to stand. 

A. E. Reynolds stated that he 
assisted to take deceased to the Hos- 
pital. At 2.30 he was in a very bad 

































condition, and appeared to be dying. 
When he got into the carriage he 
stroggled so violently that they had to 
tie his legs. When they gotito the Hos- 
pital the Sister suggested that deceased 
should be taken to the Isolation 
Hospital, but witness pointed out that 
he would probably die on the way. The 
Sister then gave deceased an injection 
of morphine. 

Dr. Billinghurst, registered medical 
practitioner, stated that he made a post.

soap. His friend told him that it would 
be all right if be chopped the imitation 
soap in a clightly different manner 
from the original article, He did not 
know the name of his friend, bat knew 
that he worked at a desk in a foreigner’s 
office. 

Mr. A. W. Burkill asked that half 
of the amount of the fine should be 
awarded to the complainant firm to com- 
pensate them for the expense to which 
they had been put.

THE YANGTZE COMMAND.

THEIR MAJESTIES’ TELEGRAMS. 


An innovation is to be made in the

Hitherto 
all such telegrams were first sont to 
the Grand Council. There is also 
report that the telegraph line connect- 
ing Eho Park Palace and the Waiwa- 
pu was recently cut by alleged revolu- 
tionaries, but this is probably s canard.

DIPORTATION OF ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 





Revisen Rous. 

( Tranalation.) 
In accordance with the instructions 
of the Shui-wa Ch‘a, received through 
the Inspector-General, the Rules govern- 
ing the importation of Arms and Am- 
monition notified in Customs Notifies 
tion No. 670 of October 9, 1907 will 
be abrogated after June 30, and the 
Revised Rules given below will come 
into force on July 1, 1908. 











1°. Military Arms and Ammunition. 


Before arms and ammunition are 
imported by any department of the 
Chinese Government, the particulars 
(denomination, number of packages, 
port of entry, destination, etc.) murt be 
telegraphed to the Ministry of War 
(La-chiin Pu) by the Tartar General, 
Viceroy or Governor concerned, who 
may issue the necessary Huchao only 
after receipt of the Ministry’s telegraphic 
approval. These particulars will be 
sent on to the Sbui-wn Ch'u by the 
Ministry for transmission to the 
Superintendents and—through the In- 
spector-General—to the Commissioners 
of Customs concerned. Permission to 
Iand such cargo will then be given, 
provided that the number of packages 
is found to be in agreement with 
the. Huchao. The date of actual 
importation is to be reported in every 
instance to the Shui-wa Ch'a, for 
transmission to the Ministry of War. 


2°. Samples of Military Arms and 
Ammunition. 

Foreign merchants desiring 
samples of arms and ammonition for 
exhibition to Chinese Government de- 
partments must obtain from the 
Superintendent of Customs, through 
their Consuls, 8 Permit to Import 
(4 SEER), upon presentation of 
which at the Custom House, together 
with the Application, permission to 
release will be given. 

On each occasion not more than four 
rifles of any one kind and ammunition 
for same not exceeding two thousand 
rounds in all may be imported. 

‘The merchant concerned is to give a| 
bond to the Customs guaranteeing that 
the samples in question will not be sold 
to any person whatever. Such samples 
‘of arms, ete, must be produced for 
Customs inspection whenever demanded. 

In the event of suspicious ciream- 
stances the Superintendent of Customs 








Arms and Ammunition for Self- 
defence. 


(a.) Every respectable foreigner en- 
tering China from abrosd, by sea or 
land, may carry in bis Inggage for self- 
defence one pistol and one revolver and 
supply of cartridges for the same not 
exceeding five hundred rounds in all. 
‘but must declare them at time of entry 
to the Customs, who will release them 
alter examination. Any contravention 
of this provision entails confiscation of 
the arms, ete., not declared. 

(&.) Every respectable foreign resi 

dent in China desiring to import arm 
and ammunition for self-defence mas 

previous to their importation, obta: 

from the Superintendent of Customs 
through his Consul, a Permit to Impor 
(fh SHC RE FR), upon presentation of 
which at the Custom House, together 
with the application, permission to 

release will be given. Each person is 

allowed to import for self-defence, once 
only during apy one year, one pistol. 

one revolver, and « supply of cartridges 

for same not exceeding five bondreé 

rounds in all. 


In the event of suspicious cireum- 
stances the Superintendent of Custom 
may refuse to issue a! Permit, informing 
the Consul in writing of-his decision, 

(c.) Foreigners, duly provided with 
passports, proceeding as travellers « 
the interior of Chins, or to Tibt 
Mongolis, Turkestan, etc., will bv 
allowed to carry with them, declaration 
having been duly made, srme and 
ammunition for self-defence not exceed 
ing twice the quantities fixed above. 

(d.) No other arms may be importal 
by foreigners for self-defence under the 
above provisions except pistols and 
shot-barrelled revolvers carried on the 
person, . 

‘The importation of any other kind o! 
military and naval arms and ammunition 
is only permitted (i) if they are for tse 
‘as samples and covered by a Permits 
Import issued by the Superintendent of 
Customs, (ii) if they are imported oo 
behalf of Chinese Government depar 
/ments, military, naval, or civil, sn 
covered by a genuine certificate whi 
has been duly recognized by the Supe 
intendent of Customs. 

Foreigners mast not frandulest 
import military arms and ammanitce 
under pretext of their being { 
personal use.

Each foreiga resident is only allowed 
to import, once in any one year, a 
number of sporting guns not exceediog 
three and a supply of cartridges for 
same not exceeding three thousand 
rounds io all, In the event of suspi- 
ciong circumstances the Superintendent 
of Customs can refuse to issue » Permit, 
informing the Consul of his decision io 
writing, 

(c.) Reepectable foreign firms are 
Permitted to import sporting shot-guns 
and ammanition only, for which they 
‘must likewise obtain s Permit to Import 
from the Superintendent of Customs 
through their Consuls, At the time of 
importation they must also hand s bond 
to the Custom House guaranteeing that 
such articles will not be sold, directly 
or indirectly, to law-breakers of any 
kind. The number of sporting guns 
which may be thas imported by any 
one firm at one time is not to exceed 
six if ordered by specified persons, 
whose names and addresses have to be 
repérted to the Custom House on the 
Import 'Application, but may not exceed 
four if not so ordered and if bought for 
stock, Registers are to be kept by the 
firm, in which are to be entered in 
detail the number of sporting guns and 
ammunition thus imported, the names 
and addresses of the purchasers, and 
the dates of delivery. These registers 
will be open for Customs inspection 
when called for.

7. Duty Treatment. 


Duty at the rate of 5 per cent ad 
valorem will be collected on arms and

8°. Transhipment. 

Permission to tranship at Shanghai 
arms and ammunition imported for 
purposes of self-defence or sport by 
foreigners residing at other ports will 
be given if the Shanghai :Consul con- 
cerned applies to the Shanghai Customs, 
giving the name of the purchaser and 
the number of packages. On arrival 
of such transhipment cargo at the port 
of destination, the parchaser will still 
have to obtain from the Superintendent 
of Customs, through his Consul, the 
necessary Permit to Import to be pre- 
sented with the cargo in question to the 
Customs, who will release it after ex- 

‘ination and payment of duty. 








9°. Provision against Abuses. 


‘The above regulations, based on the 
new rales drawn up by the Shui-wa 
Chia, have been revised in » liberal 
sense with a view to obviating certain 
inconveniences pointed ont by the 
Diplomatic Corps. They are to come 
into force from the Ist July, 1908, the 
beginning of the 192nd quarter. Arms 
and ammunition imported before that 
date are to be dealt with in accordance 
with the original regulations. 

The present revised rales will be 
amended from time to time as required, 
to provide against such abuses as may 
arise after they have come‘into opera- 
tion.

was directed by a former dispatch of 
May last, a report has now been received 
from the Acting Inspector-General 
to the effect that the doyen of the 
Diplomatic Body, the Minister for 
Holland, has addressed a letter to him 
pointing out that “the new regalations 
make no mention of arms and ammani- 
tion imported by the Police Offices and 
‘Volunteers of the Foreign Settlements 
in China ; adding that the limit set to 
the quantity of ammunition for purposee 
of sport is inconvenient and should be 
extended. 


The Board then addressed » reply to 
to the Acting Inspector-General, stat- 
jing that when these Police Offices and 
Volunteer Forces make importations of 
monitions of war they may make 
application to the Senior Consul, 
Grst communicating with the Super- 
intendent, by whom a telegram will be 
addre-sed to the Board asking for their 
consideration and approval, whereafter 
the occasion will be regarded as a 
special one ; no uddition being made to 
the new rules on the subject. In 
respect to the Minister's remarks as to 
Ube inconvenience of the limit fixed for 
mportations by foreiga merchants of 
ammunition for sporting purposes, which 
was formerly fixed at 25,000 cartridges, 
and has now, in accordance with the 
ew regulations, been approved only at 
10,000 ; since the regulations have 
already been fixed, there is an objection 
to farther amendment. If, therefore, » 
foreign firm at any importation needs 
for its convenience to import 25,000 
cartridges, it is possible that three such 
firms make a joint application, thus at 
‘once avoiding contravention of the 
regulationsandat thesame ime obtaining 
the facilities required. The Board, 
therefore, after directing an answer to 
the Minister in this sense, now gives 
directions to the Superintendent of 
Castoms to comply accordingly, and 
when occasions of the sort arise, to 
observe the procedure laid down,

Police Report for August, 


‘Strength of the Force on Ang. 31, 1908. 





‘The main source of trouble to the 
Police Force during August was the 
unruly behaviour of certain «Japanese in 
Hongkew. 

The facts of the case have already 
been before the public, but the gravity 
of the situation at the time may not 
have been fully realized. 

Allowing every Iatitnde for bobariour 
of sailors ashore on leave, it is hardly 
credible that such a cowardly and dis- 
graceful attack upon the Police should 
have boen made by law-abiding citizens. 

Had the position become a shade 
more serious, bloodshed might easily 
have followed. 

The Police have to bear the brant 
‘of much abuse in the execution of their 
duty, bat that they should be set upon 
by a mob armed with broken bottles 
merely because one of their own 
nationals has been arrested, calls for 
something more than passing comment
